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REMARKS 

The Applicant respectfiiUy requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. 

Claims 1-4, 6-11, and 13-24 are pending. 

A detailed listing of aU claims that are. or were, in the application, irrespective of whether 
the claim(s) remain under examination in the application, is presented, with an appropriate 
dejSned status identifier. 

In paragraphs 2-17 of the Office Action, Claims M, 6-11, 13-20, 23 and 24 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6,564,056 to Fitzgerald. The 
Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection. 

Claim 1 recites "a device for communicating on a communication network with 
automated activation on said communication network when booted up by forwarding a network 
mit device identifier, the network unit device identifier loaded by a manufacturer." 

The system of Fitzgerald uses a hub 100 between a PDA 124 and a telephone or data 
networkl04, 106. The functions performed by hub 100, wjfe^a/ia. make the system of 
Fitzgerald quite dififetent tiian the system of Claim 1 of the present application. SpecificaUy. as 
noted in tiie Office Action at paragr^h 10, it is the insertioii of the memory card into hub 100 
which begins the download of the device E), data objects, etc. (col. 9 lines 5-14). First, while the 
system of Fitzgerald downloads the device ID when a memory card is inserted into hub 100, the 
system of present Claim 1 forwards a network unit device identifier ' Vhen booted up." Second, 
in Fitzgerald, the device ID is downloaded firom a memory card to a hub. while in the system of 
present Claim 1, the network unit device identifier is forwarded fiom a device to be configured 
for communicating on die network to the communication network. Third, m Fitzgerald, the 
device ID is loaded by a manufacturer onto a memory card, whereas in the system of present 
Claim 1, tiie network unit device identifier is forwarded ftom the device to be configured for 
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communicatiiig on the network to the commqmcation network. These aspects of Claim 1 were 
recognized in the Statement of Reasons for AUowance dated June 15, 2005, which noted "where 
the wireless device ah-eady has a network unit device identifier prior to bootup which is 
forwarded to the server during bootup," 

The Office Action states: "Colunuj 9, lines 45-51 specifically discloses manufacturer 
registration information used to register device with manufaomre via the external network." 
However, Fitzgerald's registering information is not sent when the device is "booted up." 

Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claims 1, 2-4 and 6 is , 
respectfully requested. 

Claim 7 depends fi-om Claim 1 and recites the further patentable feature of 
communicating information over a cellular communication network througli the network 
interface component of the device of Claim 1 . As noted in the child application of the present 
application. U.S. AppUcation No. 1 1/484.184, registration among devices in Fitzgerald's 
personal device network (e.g., operating over a home wireless network) is not "communicatmg 
infonnation over a cellular commynication network," as recited in present Claim 7. For 
example, in a home wireless network, a user has physical access to the hub 100 and can insert a 
memory czxd 220 including a device tt) and programs into a card reader 202 on the hub 100. 
(Fitzgerald, col, 4 lines 58-61). In a cellular network, the user does not typically have such 
physical access to the network controller, which complicates the activation process and requires a 
more elegant acUvation procedure, such as that recited in Claim 7. Accordingly, reconsideration 
and withdrawal of the rejection of Claim 7 is respectfully requested. 

Claims 8-1 1, 13-14. 15-20 and 23-24 are aUowable for at least the same reasons as noted 
above with respect to Claim 1 . Claim 14 is further allowable for at least the same reason as 
noted above with respect to Claim 7. Accordingly, reconsideration and wilJidrawal of the 
rejection of these claims is respectfully requested. 
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IQ paragraphs 18-20 of the Olfice Action, claims 2 1 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Fitzgerald in view of U.S. Patent No. 6,961,567 to Kulp. 
Tliis rejection is respectfiiUy traversed. As discussed above, Fitzger^d fails to teach or suggest 
all elements of claims 1 and 8, from which claims 21 and 22 depend, respectively. Accordingly, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claims 21 and 22 is respectfully requested, 

The claims of the present application are significantly different in scope than the claims 
in the child apphcation, U.S. AppUcation No. 1 1/484,1 84. For example, the claims in the present 
appHcation currently recite features relating to "automatically" configuring a device, whereas 
such limitations are completely absent from claims 21-38 of the '184 application. The AppUcant 
does not intend any claim amendment or remark in the child application or any related 
application to have any effect on the prosecution or scope of any claim in the present application. 
The Examiner should revisit any prior ait cited in the ' 184 appUcation and consider its 
applicability to the claims of the present appUcation without regard to any claim amendment or 
remark made during prosecution of the '184 plication. 

Attached to the Final OfiQce Action was a form PTO/iSB/08 submitted by the AppUcant 
on December 27, 2006. AU references were initialed by the Examiner except documents A37 
and A38. Tliese two documents comprise patent appUcations and associated preliminary 
amendments. The foim PTO/SB/08 did not list appUcation numbers associated with the patent 
appUcation because serial numbers were not yet assigned to the appUcations at the time of filing. 
However, the patent appUcations and associated preUminaiy amendments were Usted by title, 
appUcant. attorney docket number, and fiUng date. Also, copies of the appUcations and 
preliminary amendments were suppUed with the PTO/SB/08 when filed. Document A37 has 
since been assigned appUcation number 1 1/646,177 and document A38 has since been assigned 
appUcation number 11/646,182 Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to review 
these references and initial and retiun a copy of the December 27, 2006 form PTO/SB/08. 

The AppUcant beUeves that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfUUy requested.
